A M STER D A M , February 11.— (Associated Press Cable)— Russia has de 


dared a state of war to be at an end and has ordered the demobilization of 


Russian forces on all fronts, according to a dispatch received here today, 


dated Brest-Lltovsk on Sunday. 
The dispatch follows: 


“The president of the Russian delegation at today’s sitting stat­ 


ed that while Russia was desisting from signing a formal peace treaty 


it declared the state of war to be ended with Germany, Austria, T ur­ 


key and Bulgaria, simultaneously giving orders for complete demobili­ 


zation of Russian forces on all fronts." 


Russia steps formally out of the war 


by the act of the Bolshevik! govern­ 


ment which seized the reins of power 


in Petrograd lust November. 


The authority of this government 
seem s virtually unquestioned in north­ 
ern Russia and the Teutonic powers 
already have assured normal hospi­ 
talities along virtually all the remain­ 
der of the original long line in the 
East by signing a peace with the Uk­ 
raine and isolating Rumania. 
Although cutting little figure in the 
war for nearly a year Russia’s vitalf 
part in the conflict comes forcibly to 
mind as the circumstances leading up 
to her exit are reviewed. 
Becoming a belligerent in August 
1914 through Germany’s declaration of 
war upon her. her troops soon were 
sweeping through east Prussia creat­ 
ing a diversion which hampered the 
Germans in their first dash through 
Belgium. 
Though defeated by HindenbuYg at 
Tannenberg she rallied quickly and 
by winter was hammering again at 
the German borders and was over­ 
running Austrian territory. 
it took the bulk of the Austrians 
and a large portion of Germans vir­ 
tually an entire year’s campaign in 
1915 to break Russia’s hold on Galicia, 
drive her out of Poland and the lower 
Baltic territory and force her armies 
back of the line of which Brest-Litov- 
ak, the scene of the recent peace nego­ 
tiations, formed the keystone.

replied to the recent peace speeches by Count Von Herthny. the German 


Chancellor, and Count Czernin, the Austro-Hungarian foreign minister, by 


reminding the statesmen of the Central Powets that peace only can be dis­ 


cussed on the basis of permanency and justice, and broadly warning the peo­ 


ples of the Central Empires that the part of the United States in the w ar for 


emancipation only has begun. 


Plainly he warned the German m ilitary autocracy that there was to be 


no pausing in the mobilization of America's var.t m ilitary resources now stead­ 


ily on their way to the front and if peace were to bf- discussed it would have, 


to be on a basis of sincerity. 


Otherwise, the President made it plain there was to be no turning back 


until m ilitary autocracy was crushed by force of arms. 


Count Czernin’s speech, the President openly regarded sympathetically. 


But he considered the Austrian foreign minister restrained by Austria's al­ 


liances and her dependence on Germany. 


“ Count Czernin," said the President, “ seems to see the fundamental ele­ 


ments of peace with clear eyes and does not seek to obscure them," 


Chancellor Hertling’s speech, however, the President characterized as 


“ very vague and confusing," and "full of equivocal phrases,” leading nowhere 
dearly.

The aim of the German Chancellor as judged from his speech, the Presi­ 


dent thought, evidently was to secure a peace advantageous to the aims of 


the German m ilitary autocracy and then subscribe to an international coven­ 


ant to make it secure. 


Count Herding, the President declared, evidently was seeking such

peace as was made at the Congress of Vienna. 


“ W hat 
is at stake now, “ the President said, “ is the peace of the world." 


“ W hat 
we are striving for is a new international order based upon broad 


and universal

Peoples and provinces are not to be bartered about like 


chattels to establish a balance of power.

Territorial settlements must be for the benefit of people 


concerned and not merely adjustments of rival states’ claims. 


No. 4. 
W ell defined national aspirations must be accorded all 


possible satisfaction. 


A general peace,” he said, “ erected on such foundation could be discussed. 


“ Until such a peace can be secured we have no choice but to go on.” 


In conclusion the president warned the Central Empires that the vast 


resources of the United States would accomplish, in the end, what might be 


accomplished by peaceful negotiations. 


The President was interrupted by applause at every reference of the 


United States standing steadfastly against a patched-up peace, probably the 


greatest applause broke forth when the President declared that the m ilitarists 


of Germany were the only element now preventing a world pace. 
When he 


concluded, after speaking twenty minutes, the entire audience as usual, arose 


and cheered.

The several questions 
upon whose settlement depends the 
acceptance of speech of 23 states now 
engaged in the war must be discuss­ 
ed and settled in general council not 
by several of the nations most imme­ 
diately concerned by interest or neigh­ 
bors. 
He agrees that the seas should 
be free. out looks askance at any limi­ 
tation to that freedom by international 
action in th© interest of the common 
order. 
He would, without reserve, be 
glad to see economic barriers remov­ 
ed 
between 
nation 
and 
na­ 
tions, 
for 
that 
could 
la 
no way impede the ambitions of the 
military party with whom he seems 
constrained to keep on terms. Neither 
does he raise objection to a limitation 
of armament. 
That matter will be 
settled of itself, he thinks, by the 
economic conditions which must fol­ 
low the war. 
But the German colon­ 
ies, he demands, must be returned 
without debate. 
He will discuss with 
no one but the representatives of Rus­ 
sia what disposition shall be made of 
the people and the land of the Baltic 
provinces; with no one but the gov­ 
ernment of France the “ condition" un­ 
der which French territory shall be 
evacuated: 
and only with 
Austria 
what shall be done with Poland. 
"In the determination of all ques­ 
tions affecting the Balkan states he 
refers, as I understand him, to Aus­ 
tria and Turkey, and with regard to 
the agreement to be entered into con­ 
cerning the non-Turkish peoples of 
the present Ottoman Empire, to the 
Turkish authorities themselves.

At 
tile same moment he suddenly realiz­ 
ed the danger he was in. for it was 
clearly impossible for him to avoid 
collision with the now flaming bal­ 
loon.

Then* is nothing revolutionary in 
flit* thought and no good reason exists why the problem can not 
lie worked out along this line. 


Evidently, the first thing to consider is flic condition of 
our roads and the problem of maintaining them l i n t i e r this un­ 


wonted stress. The highway department of Ila* state, by its iv 


cent grants for improvements, indicates that an carw*st ""effort 
is to be made to strengthen the main arteries of travel within 
the state. 
The problem of maintenance will immediately Im* 


come a most pressing one. 
We doubt not that there m u s t Im* 


made legislative provision to meet this condition. 
If we are 


really to depend upon our highways t«> assi -I in relievin g trails 


p o tatio n congestion and if Allose roads art* to meet successful­ 
ly the new stress that will he laid upon them, it is too numb to 
expect that any disorganized maintenance system will suffice. 


Highway traffic, in this advanced age, must he encouraged 
and developed, (loot! roads are the prime requisite and their 
upkeep and care, for the retention of their efficiency, are decid­ 
edly essential.

Under the present law tin* problem of maintenance, so far 
as the main market and intercounty highways of the state art* 
concerned, must be taken cate of by the stat** department. 
But something will have to be devised to take care of the 


county and township roads. The haphazard methods, in vogue 
so long will no longer meet tilt* situation.

to appreciate the importance* of our 
highways.

"Count Von Hurt ling wants the es­ 
sentia! basis of commercial and indus­ 
trial life to be safeguarded by com­ 
mon agreement and guarantees, but lie 
cannot expect that to be conceded him 
lf tile other matters to be determined 
by the articles of peace are not hand­ 
led in the same way as items in the 
final accounting.

KEEP STREAMS CLEAN 
'H i American Preiun 
Columbus, Fob. I L —County 
engi­ 
neers of the state, w ho met with John 
I. Miller, superintendent 
of 
public 
works, 
ftvrmed 
an 
organization, 
through which state officials will he 
kept advised of conditions of streams. 
Twenty-seven county engineers from 
counties usually affected by flood con­ 
ditions attended th e 
meeting 
here. 
Reports from the various counties in­ 
dicated that conditions of stream s at 
present are similar to those which 
preceded the flood of 1884. There is 
from seven to 12 inches of snow and 
from 18 to 24 inches of ice on most 
of the streams. 
“If the thaw is grad­ 
ual and without m uch rain there is 
no danger of flood,” declared Superin­ 
tend ent Miller. 
The engineers will fret busy at once 
in clearing stream s and 
preventing 
gorges. 
Because of war-time regain 
tionR as to tho use of dynamite, comi­ 
t y officials w’ere advised by Superin­ 
tendent Miller that they must obtain 
licenses from their county clerks for 
the pure base and use of explosives. 
. Tho engineers will serve as look­ 
outs for flood conditions. 
When they 
scent danger they will notify proper 
officials. They also agreed to encour­ 
age formation of hom e guard organ 
izations for patrol duty along stream s 
and relief wcrk in case of floods.
